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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The trade returns for the half-year show a most satisfactory 
increase, both in the imports and exports. There has been a larger 
consumption of British and foreign produce to the extent of about 
2? millions, the principal articles being those specified below. Of 

the increase in oversea exports £2,600,189 was in merchandise, and 

£1,694,777 in gold. The imports during June were valued at 
£2,567,068, which is £785,366 more than the corresponding month 
of last year. or the first six months there was an increase of 
£2,505,951, as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports 
during the month amounted to £1,391,729, as compared with 
£715,994 in June, 1905. During the six months there was a falling- 
off in gold, dried fruits, and agricultural implements; while in- 
creases were shown in apparel and soft goods, metals, machinery, 


iron and steel, and timber. 


The oversea exports for June amounted to £1,692,504, and for the 
first six months to £13,214,457, which show increases of £487,328 
and £4,293,966 respectively, compared with the corresponding 
periods of last year. There were increases in all the principal 


articles, especially butter, wool, and gold. 


Manufacturing Industries.—The returns for 1905 now available show 
that there were 3,700 establishments during the year, employing 
72,175 hands, of whom 56,117 were males and 16,058 females. There 
was an increase of over 4,000 hands employed during the year, of 
whom nearly 3,000 were males, the increase being general in nearly 
all branches of industry. The value of the plant and machinery in 
use was nearly 8 millions sterling, while over 5 millions were paid in 
wages. The output was valued at over 30 millions, of which more 
than 103 millions represented the value added to raw materials in 


the process of manufacture. 


Value of Production.—The estimated value of the production from each 
industry during the year 1905 is shown on the following page. The 
value represents the amount received by the producer. For purposes 


of comparison the figures for 1904 are appended.

In all branches during the year there was a large increase, due 
both to increased production and higher prices. The total value 
represents the very large figure of £31 11s. 6d. per head. Primary 
industries returned £24 8s. 3d. per head or £116 per square mile. 


Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals exported from New 
South Wales during the second quarter of 1906 amounted to

with the corresponding periods of last year. All the minerals show 
increases, the largest being in coal, copper, and tin. The gold yield 
during June was 15,208 oz. crude, equal to 13,242 oz. fine, valued at 
£56,247. During the six months of 1906 there has been an increase 
in the value of gold produced of £90,392, as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. 


Prices. —The general index number for June was slightly lower than in 
May, which was the highest for the year. The index number for 
pastoral produce was 1,361; for metals, 1,386; and for all articles, 
1,287. During the month prices were generally well maintained, 


although there was a large fall in tin. 


Rates of Wages.—The table showing the rates of wages of mechanics, 
artizans, domestic servants, and others, included for the first time, 
is intended to show the ordinary current rates of wages ruling in 
the various trades. Where a weekly average is given it indicates, as 
far as can be ascertained, the amount earned per week all the year 
round, taking into account fluctuations of employment. 


Meteorology.—During the month there were two falls of rain over the 
whole State, which, although light, were most useful. The tempera- 
ture generally was above the average.
